There is magic in the words, 
“Follow the Gypsy trail!” 

As a matter of fact, if you have 
never done just that, never camped 
outdoors under the stars for at least 


| one’ night, there is a new thrill in 


life awaiting you. 

With summer ‘here, anybody can 
experience the majesty and beauty 
of the open heavens above, flooded 
with a million stars. Just pack = 
your troubles, plus a box 
matches, a canvas roll and a oath 
of pounds of food and hit the wood- 
ed trail. 

The girl guides will tell you just 
how you should go about spending 
& ne'er-to-be-forgotten night camp- 
ing in the open. If you are in your 
teens or if you are older and have 
children in their teens, why not 
plan to have this kind of a good 
time at least. one night this sum- 
mer? 

Their first advice to you is: Get 
an older woman to go along, read 
the weather reports, then put on 
your most comfortable shoes. Try 
low, broad heels and leather soles, 
wollen socks if it is anything but 
very hot weather. wear shorts, 
skirts or bloomers, but take along 
a middy or a sweater in case it 
grows cold 
PROPER PACKING IMPORTANT 

“Next, get your packing done 
right,” the girl guides’ advise. “The 
first thing is a sleeping bag, or pon- 
cho. Borrow one if you can. If you 
can't, gét a seven-foot square of 
canvas tarpaulin or oilcloth. With 
eight big safety pins and two or 
three lightweight blankets, you can 
make a nice warm nest, like a long 
envelope open at one end, into 
which you slip lengthwise 

“Fold your blankets in the fol- 
lowing way, to insure warmth,” 
they advise. “Spread the first 
blanket flat on the floor; lay the 
second blanket no top, covering 
only one half of the first, length- 
wise. Fold the free half of the 
under-blanket over to the middle of 
the top one and likewise the free 
half of the top one under the 
bottom one This way you set 
four thicknesses and no open sides 

“Fold the bottom under and 
pin. Slip this blanket envelope into 
your poncho, which fastens across 
the bottom and up the side, or lay 
it in the middle of the tarpaulin, 
whse free sides you. fold to the 
center and pin 


WHAT FOOD TO TAKE 

Now you are all rea@y to roll it 
all up from the narrow bottom, hay- 
ng put in a few toilet articles, then 
tie it up and hang it like a pack on 
your shoulders. 

Articles which you all need, you 
can divide among the party. This 
includes tooth paste, soap, towels, 
mirror, comb, flashlight, jacknife 
and first aid kit. Pack your own 
toothbrushes. You can sleep in
